Interim bankruptcy trustee Hayes has 
estimated that 4(X) investors pumped $10 
million to $12 million into Bishc^, Baldwins 
since its formation in 1977, and that most 
of the money is gone. 

Rewald attempted suicide by slashing his 
forearms on July 29 after Channel 2 televi- 
sion broadcast a report of state regulators’ 
questions about his firm. He was arrested 
on his release from Queen’s Medical Center 
and has since been indicted on two state 
counts of theft 

His only previous public statement was 
an interview with television reporter Larry 
Price while Rewald was still in the hospi- 
tal.
